MADISON, Wig., July 13.— Sixty 
years ago today the republican party 
started its history as a s>tate organi­ 
zation in Wisconsin. 
The meeting to 
j perfect the organization was held at 
I Madison in the capitol park, July 13, 
11854, and according to newspaper re- 
! ports was attended by about 2,000 
j members of all political parties com 
j ing from all sections of the state. The 
I meeting perfected a permanent or 
Jganization. On the same day similar 
state organizations were perfected in 
Ohio and Indiana. 
The meeting was 
j held on this date as a commemora- 
jtion of the passage of the northwest 
; ordinance, barring slavery from the 
northwest territory, July 13, 1787. 
I Many of the delegates elected to the 
j state nutting were elected in local 
conventions 
held in the 
different 
j counties of the state on July 4. The 
'newspapers of tho time pay particu­ 
lar attention to the local meetings 
; held at Elkhorn and Berlin. 
Birth of Tarty 
The republican party had its in- 
! edition at a meeting held at Ripon 


I February 28, 1854, and the state 
iconvention four months later was the 
outgrow th of that meeting. The first 
meeting of the Madison state conven­ 
tion was held in the assembly cham- 
i ber in the morning of July 13, when 
j William Blake of Dodge county was 
! elected president pro tempore. The 
organization meeting was held in the 
afternoon in the fapitol park when 
John Walworth, the democratic edi­ 
tor of the Monroe Sentinel, was elect­ 
ed president and Horace Killdee of 
j Dane county and L. F. Frisby of 
! Washington county were elected sec- 
j rotaries. 
N. M. Donaldson, a whig, 
of Fond du Lac county, was elected 
i chairman of the committee on organ- 
I ization. 
Slavery Rig Issue 
Practically 
the 
entire 
platform 
adopted by the convention was devot­ 
ed to the subject of slavery. Many of 


I the men who took an active part in
